some things get by. The large percentage of victims of narcotics 
among the prisoners makes the prevention of the smugling of opium, 
morphine, and other drugs the hardest task of the officials.

Latest Issues, More Bilood-Curdling

The resuscitation of the dime novel of two 
decades ago, reduced in price and volume, but 
even more blood-curdling than in the days 
of Ned Butline and Wheeler, has caused 
another announcement by officials of the rail- 
road news companies to their employés pro- 
hibiting the handling of the literature. 

Seven years ago the first edict was issued, 
the reason given being that the novels had 
acted as incentives for amateur train rob- 
bers anxious to emulate the adventures of 
their favorite heroes, the James and Younger 
brothers. For many years interest in the 
imaginary episodes in the lives of the bandits 
had lapsed, but again the books detailing 
the heroism and wonderful feats of the men 
are to be seen in certain shop windows in 
almost every part of the city. . 

The novels are inclosed in covers illustrat- 
ing some dramatic episode of the text, in 


title page of one book, Jesse James, the 
Outlaw,” seven colors—blue, yellow, red, 
purple, brown, green, and pink—are used to 
portray the thrusting through a car window 
of a woman’s jeweled hand, holding a re- 
volver in its delicate but firm grip.” 


Saved from Jesse James. 

The caption beneath the picture tells of 
the rescue of the author, who is the hero of 
his own tale, and who is about to fall a vic- 
tim of the deadly weapon of Jesse James. 

Hal Ha!’ laughed a silvery voice, as a 
little weapon flashed and barked in the out- 
law's face, ‘I owe you an old score, Jesse 
James.“ 

The James boys are the favorite heroes of | 
the five-cent fiction, and the success of a 
series called The James Boys Weekly has 
induced a rival publisher to issue a weekly 
edition called the Jesse James Stories,“ 
graced by a picture, in an upper corner, of 
a murderous appearing individual labeled 
original portrait.“ 

The revival of interest in the Missouri out- 
laws is not understood by the dealers, who 
are surprised at the rapid sale of the novels. 
The sale is not confined to boys—many men 
and-women are among the purchasers of the 
collection. By a coincidence the first number 
of the new weekly is devoted to an account 
of the raid on the Northfield, Minn., bank 
and the capture of the Younger brothers. 


Another Lurid Example. 

The stirring qualities of the dime novel, as 
against the insipidness of the Sunday school 
story, recently discussed at the University 
of Chicago, is demonstrated in the opening 
chapter of Jesse James,“ which begins: 6 

„Bang! Ping! A bullet whistled by my 
left ear. 

“Bang! Ping! Thud! Another whistled 
by my right ear, clipping a lock of hair, and 
burying itself in the stalk of the blacksnake 
whip that I was flourishing aloft at the time. 

Curse you! Won't you stop now?’ shout- 
ed a voice behind me, to which I had thus far 
given no heed. 

Wal, yes, stranger,’ I drawled, reining 
up, and wheeling my horse imperturbably, 
‘I reckon I will this time, since you insist 
on it so emphatically.’ ”’

behind the guns who were guilty of the 
target practice and who were more sus- 
pictous than angry.“ were three Chicago de- 
tectives who, in rivalry to the author, were 
hunting for the elusive Jamés brothers, and

Hundreds of the novels are sold dally, ac- 
cording to the dealers, and the warfare of

out to kili 10,000 of them, it would leave the 
species entirely extinct. It was reported 
that absolutely no fish were to be found 
within a radius of three miles, of the terri- 
tory most thickly inhabited by sea lions, but 
frequent efforts in fishing proved this not 
only untrue but that that particular territory 
was unusually good fishing ground. Twenty- 
five of the sea ons shot under this order 
were opened, under the immediate observa- 
tion of the fishermen, and not a single gal- 
on or fish was found in the stomachs. | 
This same cry Was raised against fur seals 
a few years ago, and an examination of their 
stomachs disproved the charge. ofessor 
Dyche, who examined the stomac 
that the remains of squids and "cuttlefish 
were found to be their chief food, while some 
were gorged with giant squid and a few with 
large octopus.

salmon fishing is probably due to lax laws, 
injudicious penning, and wholesale slaughter, 
just as is the case in Alaska.

Fruits of all kinds are 
produced in abundance, with the exception 
of peaches, pears, and apples. Pineapples 
are grown in the island with great success at 
a trifling cost of labor. Hight thousand to 
10,000 plants are set on ah acre, and after the 
plants are well established no further care 
is required. As a cule after the plants are set 
they are neither hoed hor shaded, as in Flori- 
da. The ripe fruit weighs from two to six- 
teen pounds per plant, and each pineapple 
averages six pounds. At three cents each 
Pineapples are extremely profitable to the 
producer as well as to the canner. 
According. to o\cial reports received here 
the pineapple in time will become abundant 
and as cheap as apples in this country. | 
At Fapardo, San Juan, and Mayaguez small 
farmers are preparing to make contracts för 
delivery of fruit to any one establishing a 
cannery.

June 9.—[Special.J—A part of the equipment of the . north 
pole expedition will be forty large gas balloons, which have been made in Quincy and have 
been shipped to the supply steamer of the expedition at Trumsoe, Norway. Each balloon 
has a capacity of 4,000 feet of gas and has a lifting power of 150 pounds, exclusive of the 


. palioon itself and netting. One of the balloons is much larger than the others and will 


be used for making scientific observations. The other balloons will be used for signaling 
purposes and for sending messages. With the balloons he will take 400 small buc) g, in the 
interior of which the messages will be placed. These buoys are spherical in share. abou! 


three inches in diameter,and are made of copper and cork. There isa small weight on one 


side, to act As a keel when dropped in the water, and a small metal flag on the other. This 


flag or pennant rises about ten inches above the buoy and its purpose is to attract atten- 
tion. On the pennant these letters are stamped: “ Baldwin-Zeigler, 1901.“

these balloons is to be sent up ten of the buoys are attached to it by a long cord, one undor 
the other. By an ingenious device each buoy will automatically release itself the moment 
it comes in contact with ice or water and will float away.

At the ex- 
piration of the lease the horse is returned to 
the owner. In the meantime, the profits or 
losses may have been divided between own- 
er and lessee, or the lessee may have taken 
all responsibility, and earried all losses and 
gains. Among the people who turn their 
stock over to the care of lessees are the men 
who are ambitious to raise good stock, but 
dislike to figure in racing circles. Others 
are men who own horses of unknown ability. 
They turn them over to other persons for a 
consideration, and if a certain horse does not 
come up to expectations the disappointment 
is shouldered by the lessee. ~« 

The winning horse had also once been en- 
tered by Lady Meux in the name of “ Mr. - 
Theobalds.”” This is a practice to which 
horse owners resort when they do not lease 


The jockey club always knows the name of 
the real owner, so that in case of dispute or 
mis understanding it would know to whom to 
go.

BUILT FOR SMALL HARBORS, 
FINDS RIVER TOO NARROW. 


Laden with Coal the Steamer Venus Is 
‘Unable to Pass Indiana Street Bridge 
 —Discouraged with the Outlook the 
Master Turns His Craft About and 
Sails for Milwaukee—Captain Sulli- 
van Says Chicago’s Maritime Facili- 


ties Are a Disgrace to the City. 


Specially built to trade at every port on the 
lakes, and easily navigable in the harbors 
at Waukegan, Kenosha, Milwaukee, Sheboy- 
gan, Manitowoc, or Escanaba, the steamer 
Venus stuck in the draw of the Indiana street 
bridge yesterday. All efforts of tugs to pull 
the boat through failed, and the master of the 
Venus, finding it impossibie for his vessel to 
navigate the Chicago River on account of the 
obstructions to boats of its class, turned 
about and sailed for Milwaukee. 

The Venus carried a cargo of 4,877 tons of 
coal for the docks of the O. S. Richardson 
company at Elston avenue. It was loaded 
only a- few inches below seventeen feet, and 
the tugmen who handled the steamer in the 
river declared that its inability ta pass 
through the bridge was not due to an ex- 
cessive draft of water. When the bow of fhe 
steamer wedged in between the clumps of 
piles in the bridge draw, they were bent out 
before they touched the sides of the boat, 
showing that the draw is narrower at the 
bottom of the river than at the surface. Up 
to the time the bridge was reached the 
steamer floated clear of everything. :

NEW WAY TO EXTRACT GOLD. 
Test of Hicks Process at Fort Wayne, 
Ind., Gives Good Results from 


Fort Wayne, Ind., June 9.—[Special. The 
Hicks process for extracting goid ore, which 
has been given a test here, bids fair to revo- 
lutionize the methods now in vogue in the 
gold fields of America. Nine hundred and 
forty-eight pounds of ore from a mine at 
Dahlonega, Ga., were run through the ma- 
chine, and the result was the extraction of 
$800.48 worth of gold; of this an assay 
showed only $1.76 in the tailings. Nearly 200 
mining experts were present from the West 
and South. The tests were made at the 
Bass works, where the machine is manu- 
factured. Ore from the Death Valley, Cal., 
mine, where other processes have been fail- 
ures, was tested, and $07.47 a ton was re- 
covered. The Hicks process consists in run- 
ning the ore through a cylinder within which 
there is a small cylinder in a mercyry bath, 
the result being a constantly growing amal- 
gamated surface, which results in a saving 
of values. The concentrates, which are 
saved, are subjected to hot mercury vapor 
and reamalgamated.

If that be so, what is chiefly 
Jacking to such an undertaking? Not actors 
and actresses, for these already exist, ade 
‘quate in numbers and in genius; not play- 


perfect; not audiences, for these are both 
large and worthy. The plays themselves 
are lacking. It is true the old stores are 
rich and great; but if the definition of the 
drama given by its best representative be 
accepted, that it shall show the very age 
and body of the time, its form and pres- 
eure; of this there is none, or little. Look 
at other literatures—French, German, Nor- 
wegian, Italian—and one finds the names 
of their greatest imaginative writers ou 
their list of playwrights, But in English 
literature, whether writers on this side the 
Atlantic or the other be considered, it is not 
so. Since Sheridan and Goldsmith scarce- 
ly a half dozen names of distinction appear 
in the literature of the stage. | 
We have had and still have beautiful 
dramatic poems, such as those of Swinburre, 
W. B. Yeats, and Stephen Phillips; but these 
only serve to show that dramatic power and 
playwriting power are not identical. Each 
may exist without the other, but a com- 
bination of both is necessary for a truly 
great drama. No writer of plays, however 
great his genius, can hope to become a 
great dramatist without knowlédge of the 
practical requirements of the stage. Some- 
times the two gifts are combined in the same 
person, as was the case with Shakspeare, 
Moliére, and others;, sometimes collabora- 
tion between author and actor is necessary. 
An examination of the correspondence be- 
tween Bulwer and Macready during the 


composition of Richelieu shows how many | 


times and in how many ways the writing 
was cast and recast, the play remodeled 
both in plot and in diction by the con- 
ference. In the actor, naturally, there was 
a disposition to subordinate everything to 


work as chiefly a vehicle for that business; 
in the author, a tendency to underrate 
the practical requirements and conventions 
of stagecraft and to resent “ the tormenti 
conditions which his art as a dramatist im- 
posed on hie genius as a poet.“ But in 
the end these claims proved not irreenn- 
eilable, and both contributed to the effective- 
ness of the final result of the play as it 
now stands. 
Such instances and many others that might 


laboration, especially: for beginners, is al- 
most indispensable for success; therefore, in 
any efforts for the creation of a “ réper- 
toire theater,” a first necessity would seem 
to be to offer sufficient inducements to at- 
tract not one or two only but many men 
into this field of composition. It must 
be made conducive both to literary reputa- 
tion and to pecaniary advantage. Undoubt- 
edly the extreme costliness of the modern 
stage setting has stood as a great obstacle 
to the proper remuneration of writers. 
When 4 manager must invest a small for- 
tune in the decoration of a play he is likely 
either to select some old one, which is com- 
mon property, or to pay as little as pos- 
sible for a new one, whose reception by the 
public is uncertain. But it is time now 
for a change, when the emphasis shall be 
laid on the drama itself rather than on its. 
accessories. 

The present interest in an endowed the- 
ater is based on a recognition of the fact 
that the stage is a powerful shaping force 
in all that goes to make up national charac- 
ter, and that it falls short of its high calling 
under the individual and commercial rela- 
tions which now alone exist. In the new 
‘effort to restore the stage to its rightful 
place, let it be remembered that all the 
elements exist already except one—namely: 
a living school of dramatists distinctive of 
the best intellectual features of the age 
and worthy of our other national literature. 


| FIGHTING PESTS WITH PARASITES. 

Everybody's Magazine for June contains 
a highly interesting statement by Mr. L. Oy 
Howard of the United States Department of 
Agriculture concerning successful attempts 
to destroy pests by introducing their para- 
sitic enemies. 

One of the most notable of these attempts’ 
was that through which, a dozen years ago, 
the vedalia (or Australian ladybird) was 
brought to California, where within the 
Space of a year it practically destroyed-the 
white or fluted scale, which had for more 
than a decade been causing enormous dam- 
age to orange trees. ; 

This parasite was discovered as the result 
of a deliberate search in Australia, where 
this scale was found to exist, but only in 
harmless numbers, The parasite was sent 
four years ago to orange growers in Portu- 
gal whose orchards were suffering from the 


fluted scale, and the latter was destroyed 
precisely as it had been in California. A 
like service has been rendered by the Cali- 
fornia people to portions of south Africa, | 

The black scale, which some years ago 
threatened to destroy the olive orchards of | 
California, has likewise become the victim 
Af another ladyhird beetle imported from 
Australia, and also of a parasitic fly found 
in south Africa. From the latter country, 
too, there has been imported a fungus dis- 
ease, discovered -and successfully applied 
there, for destroying grasshoppers. Culture 
tubes of this disease are now being prepared 
by the Department of Agriculture for distri- 
bution during the coming summer to places 
in this country afflicted with the now 
diminished evil of grasshoppers. 

So important and well recognized has the 
search for remedies for injurious insects 
become that those officially engaged in the 
search have formed the Association of | 
Economic Entomologists. European mem- 
bers of this society will try this summer 
to send to this country a successful enemy 
of the gypsy moth and of the caterpillar 
which destroys so many. shade trees in the 
Bast. An American entomologist has just 
started to Japan, China, and Java in search 
ofa parasitic enemy of the San José scale, 
which is so harmful to many kinds of fruit. 
trees.

SENATOR HOAR ON ORATORY. 
Senator Hoar of Massachusetts is not 
so great an orator as Webster or Clay, but 
he has fluency, wisdom, earnestness, wit, 
and other qualities of genuine oratory, He 
is one of the best public speakers of his 
time and is entitled to speak with authority 
upon oratory, as he does in the June Serib- 
ner’s. In his estimation “to be a perfect 
and consummate orator is to possess the 
highest faculty given t man.“ His analysie 
of the orator's art and his suggestions as 
to the best way to learn it are interesting 


rand helpful. 


It Mr. Hoar's theory on this subject be 
correct, the tendency of college students 
to desert the classics will result in the 
decline of oratory. In his opinion, the two 
most important things that a young ma 
ean do to make himself a good public speak- 
er are to make constant and careful writ- 
ten translations from Latin or Greek into 
English and to practice speaking in a good 
debating society. He goes through the list 
of the great English orators—Burke,, Chat- 
ham, Bolingbroke, | 
Disraeli, Bright, Gladstone~and shows that 
each had the training he recommends. He 
believes translation to be especially useful 
because it compels the translator to find 
the best word for himself. The exquisite 
precision of the Greek and Latin calls for 
a similar precision in the English used. 
For this reason he thinks the would-be 
orator gets a training from translating 
Thucydides, Cicero, or Horace which he 
could not get from original composition, It 


| is not clear why translation from the mas- 


ters of modern languages would not serve 
the same purpose, but that is a question 
for the classical students to thrash out with 
the disciples of the modern. |
